The minds of pupils are fre- 
quently confused because their teachers 
take it for granted that they understand 
the meaning of words with whose use 
they are unacquainted. 

To tell a child this and to show it the 
other, is not to teach it how to observe, 
bat to make it a mere recipient of an- 
other’s observations, a proceeding which 
weakens“rath:r than strengthens its 
powers of self-instruction—which deprives 
it of the pleasure resuling from success- 
ful activity—which presents this ‘all- 
attractive knowledge under the aspect of 
formal tuitioo—and which thus gener- 
ates that indifference and even disgust 
with which these object-lessons are not 
unirequently regarded. SPENCER.
